moſt effectual abſolution, and one of the 
beſt aſſurances and ſeals of pardon. Tho 
cup, which he gives the penitent to drink

remiſſion of ſins whieh he purchaſed by the 
ſhedding of his blood. And the method 
of the church in the reſtauration of penitents, 
was to finiſh and conſummate their recon- 
ciliation, by giving them the Holy Come 
munion.
